other ten years. Instead of us- 
ing cleats about two feet from the 
ground he was using limbs and 
poles on the ground as a founda- 
tion for his stacks. He was also 
making his stacks large at the 
bottom and small at the top, which 
will cause the rain water to dam- 
age quite a lot of his nuts and 
hay. I tried to talk to this man 
but he was older and more stub-!} 
born than I, so I simply told him 
how I would do it and left him 
to do as he pleased. I learned 
afterwards that he remarked to a 
hand that he had grown peanuts 
and saved them before I was born 
and that he expected to do the 
job just as his father did it. I 
would like to tell you how I ex- 
pect to gather my Spanish peanuts. 
I shall not dig them until the 
nuts are sprouting. I shall put 
off the digging just as long as 
I can without losing too many 
nuts. I hope to stack them in 
small stacks made around black- 
jack poles to which I shall nail 
three cleats. I shall use scrap 
lumber or small limbs around on 
top of these cleats. I hope to 
stack the bunches by hand and 
all the nuts shall be turned tow- 
ard the stack pole and an air 
space will be left around the pole 
about as large as a nail keg. 
When the stack is finished I hope 
to make a large grass cap which 
fits tightly around the pole. The 
stacks will be the same size from 
top to bottom and I shall make 
the stacks just as high as I can 
standing on the ground, I shall 
place my cleats as low as possible 
to save space. You cannot have 
your cleats so low with your run- 
ner peanuts as you will not have 
the third cleat or the cross pieces. 
We use only two cleats with run- 
ner peanuts. After about three 
weeks my Spanish peanuts will be 
ready for the picker and they will 
be thoroughly dry at that time. 
The nuts will be bright and the 
hay will be bright if cured in this 
way. The nuts will bring a good 
price for seed planting and the 
hay will be the best to be found 
if this rule is followed. I trust 
that you will handle your Spanish 
peanuts in such a way that you 
can and will get the full benefit! 
of their value and usefulness. Ir 
you know a better plan than mine 
I shall be glad to hear from you.

FARMERS HAVE BILLION 
DOLLAR COTTON CROP 


AUBURN, Ala,—Cotton brought 
$1,000,000,000 to the South last 
year and indications are that it 
will bring about that much again 
this year. 

The August 1 crop report esti- 
mates a crop of 12,481,000 bales. 
If this number of bales is harvest- 
ed and cotton continues to bring 
12c or above per pound and cot- 
ton seed $30 or more per ton, the 
crop will bring farmers almost a 
billion dollars. 

At present prices the estimated 
cotton crop of 1,065,000 bales will 
bring to Alabama farmers about 
$75,000,000 in cash. This value 
does not include any of the $10,- 
000,000 which cooperating farmers 
of the State are due in benefit 
payments under the Agricultural 
Conservation program,
